Marion Erwin, special assistant to the 
attorney general of the United States, 
who has been in attendance before the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
here, when asked by a representative of 
The Constitution as to the status of the 
case of the United States v. Oberlin M.

“The case at Chicago is being tried on a

and which I tied up in the hands of re- 
ceivers for the purpose of having the 
court adjudge these assets to be the 
property of the government as consist- 
ing of a part of the investment made 
with funds charged to have been em- 
bezzled from the government through the 
conspiracy of Captain Oberlin M. Car- 
ter, in charge of river and harbor im- 
provement, with Greene and Gaynor, con- 
tractors.

“Jn that suit it devolves upon the gov- 
ernment to show that the conspiracy and 
funds were committed in the river and 
harbor work just as if Carter and Greene 
and Gaynor bad never been convicted.
